Executive Committee Meeting 
Brentwood, New Hampshire 
January 29, 1977 


Purpose: 
To hear reports from the Special Budget Request Sub-Committee and the Superior 
Court/County Attorney Sub-Committee

Delegation Chairman Cunningham called the meeting to order at 9:10 A.M. and. 
requested the roll call, after which he turned the meeting over to Charles E. Cummings, 
Executive Committee Chairman. 

Rep. Cummings stated the Registry of Probate budget of $52,095.29 had been under 


estimated due to an increase in retirement and Blue Cross/Blue Shield. An additional 
$1,100.00 was requested, increasing the total figure to $53,195.29. Rep. Blanchette 
moved, seconded by Rep. Boucher to accept the $1,100.00 increase for the Registry of 
Probate. Discussion followed relative to variations in cost increases. Rep. Blanchette 
withdrew her motion until Mr. Howard could explain his request for an increase. After 
Mr. Howard’s explanation, Rep. Quimby moved, seconded by Rep. Boucher to accept 
the figure of $52,794.46 for the Registry of Probate. The motion was adopted. 


In lieu of the Chairman of the Superior Court/County Attorney Sub-Committee, Rep. 
Boucher reported the final determinations of the committee. He noted the following 
recommendations: The hiring of a full-time county attorney; the hiring of a second 
assistant county attorney; that legislation to affect the change to full-time county 
attorney in Rockingham County be introduced in the Legislature; that legislation 
include a definition of full-time and that a policy be promulgated clarifying the meaning 
of full time. After considerable discussion, Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. 
Griffin that Rockingham County employ a full-time county attorney at the salary of 
$31,500.00 and that the rules and regulations controlling the county attorney be 
promulgated by the Executive Board at a future date. Discussion followed. 


Rep. Benton reported regarding the Medical Referee Sub-Committee, noting that such 
is incorporated with the County Attorney. He noted the $20,000.00 proposed in the 
budget is in excess, giving the figure of $17,000.00 to be an appropriate amount for the 
year 1977. He noted the following recommendations of the Medical Referee Sub- 
Committee: That medical referees report to the county attorney; That the county 
attorney will hereafter keep records of expenditures and records of viewings and other 
activities of the medical referee. It was also recommended that such be included as a line 
item in the county attorney’s budget. Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. Griffin, 
the acceptance of Rep. Benton’s report, and to reduce the medical referee budget from 
$20,000.00 to $17,000.00. Rep.Ganley moved to include Medical Referee funding under 
the county attorney’s budget. It was noted that a motion was on the floor. Noting such, 
Rep. Boucher withdrew his motion to accept the report of Rep. Benton until the motion 
on the floor had been expidited. It was noted that the motion on the floor was to employ a 


full-time county attorney at the salary of $31,500.00. Extensive discussion followed. Rep. 
Cunningham moved, seconded by Rep. Gage to limit debate. The motion was adopted. 
A vote on the motion made by Rep. Boucher for full-time county attorney was voted in 
the affirmative. Rep. Erler was recorded as voting nay. Rep. Ganley then moved, 
seconded by Rep. Wilson to reduce the line item of Medical Referee from $20,000 to 
$17,000 and include that item under the county attorney’s budget. Discussion followed. 
A vote on Rep. Ganley’s motion to reduce the line item of Medical Referee from 
$20,000.00 to $17,000.00 was voted in the affirmative. Rep. Griffin was recorded as voting 
nay. Rep. Boucher then moved, seconded by Rep. Gage to accept the bottom line figure, 
including the medical referee, of $111,618.90 for the county attorney’s budget. The 
motion was adopted in the affirmative. Reps: Griffin and Erler were recorded as voting 
nay. 


Rep. Flanagan reported regarding the Special Budget Request Sub-Committee, noting 
the recommendations made by the committee. Each request was reviewed in length, 
noting the following: Rockingham County Child Care Association -$33,500.00- Rep.

Smith to accept the recommendations of the Special Budget 
Sub-Committee and appropriate the sum of $7,500.00 as requested for emergency 
funding. Much discussion followed. Rep. Collins moved, seconded by Rep. Rossley to 
move the question. The motion to limit debate was approved. Rep. Pucci moved, 
seconded (5) for roll call. A vote by roll call was 51 YEAS 4 NAYS. The motion was 
adopted. Plaistow Nichols Development Center - $10,000.00 Rep. Schwaner moved, 
seconded by Rep. Sanborn for the sum of $10,000.00. Discussion followed. Rep. Dunfey 
moved, seconded by Rep. Greene to move the question. The motion to limit debate was 
approved. The Chairman then called for a vote on the motion. The motion was adopted. 
Portsmouth Rehabilitation Center - $10,000.00 Rep. Rossley moved, seconded by Rep. 
0’Keefe to appropriate the sum of $10,000.00. Discussion followed. Rep. Boucher moved 
seconded by Rep. Rossley to move the question. The motion to limit debate was 


adopted. A vote on the motion to allow $10,000.00 for the Portsmouth Rehabilitation 
Center was adopted. Farm Maintenance - $12,650.00 Rep Wilson moved seconded by 
Rep. Schwaner to appropriate the sum of $12,650.00. Motion adopted. 


Under revenue sharing, voted in the affirmative were the following: Rep. Wilson moved, 
seconded by Rep. Flanagan the adoption of the next 5 following items: Registry of Deeds 
- $60,000.00, Superior Court - $10,000.00, County Attorney - $2,000.00, County Home - 
$26,500.00 and Maintenance - $8,350.00 Rep Wilson withdrew her motion to appropriate 
all but the County Attorney’s figure of $2,000.00 for furnishings, which had already been 
acted upon with that budget figure. This motion was seconded by Rep. Rossley. The 
sum of the four item so moved by Rep. Wilson was stated as $104,850.00. Commissioner 
Driscoll suggested that the previous item of $2,000.00 voted in the County Attorney’s 
budget appropriated from revenue sharing for furnishings, be footnoted.

Pucci that the Delegation approve the appropriation of $7,988,475.88 
for the County Budget. The motion was adopted. 


Estimated Incomes were approved as follows: After the Deputy Treasurer noted that the 
net budget surplus had been changed, stating it as being $348,864.95, the estimated 
income as being $4,696,605.26 and the amount to be raised hy taxes being 
$3,291 ,870.62. 


Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. Wilson the acceptance of the estimated income 
of $4,696,605.26. The motion was adopted. Rep. Boucher moved, seconded by Rep. 
Griffin that the amount to be raised by taxes be $3,291,870.62. The motion was approved.

The Executive Committee met this date, April 30, 1977 for the purpose of reviewing 
disbursements and receipts for the first quarter. Executive Committee Chairman 
Charles E. Cummings called the meeting to order and requested the roll call by the 
Clerk. 


Present were: 
Representatives: Barka, Blanchette, Boucher, Connors, Erler, Gage, Ganley, 
Griffin, Maynard, Norton, Pucci, Skinner, Smith, Charles E. Cummings, Executive 
Committee Chairman, Helen F. Wilson, Vice Chairman and Annie Mae Schwaner, 
Clerk. Also present were Commissioners Prentiss, Barka and Driscoll; Winston H. 
Lothrup, Treasurer 


Having established the presence of a quorum, Rep. Cummings asked what the pleasure 
would be in reviewing the first quarter report. Since everyone had had the opportunity to 
study the budget thoroughly at home, having received a copy by mail, any questions or 
comments to be raised would be done by line item. 


Examination of each line item and a call for questions elicited inquiries and comments 
on some departments, most of which were in line with predicted budgets. 


Commissioner Prentiss briefed the Executive Committee regarding Direct Relief and 
problems which have been occuring, stating that an increase in insulance from the 
county has to be done. Commissioners Driscoll and Barka concurred that in their 
districts, direct relief cost is down. Rep. Griffin questioned where the PINS legislation 
would appear within the county. Commissioner Prentiss advised that, after one year, it 
would appear in Board and Care of Children. Item 23: Printing County Report: was 
explained by Commissioner Prentiss, noting this is the first year of the incorporation of 
the complete auditors report, which cost more than was orginally budgeted, noting that 
next year, this will have to be taken into account. The Commissioners were 
complimented by the Executive Committee on their judgement to incorporate the report 
of the auditor. 


Commissioner Prentiss explained and reviewed insurance, I.E. coverage, values and 
cost. He stated the increased total amount of insurance was $5,440,000. Prior to the 
increase, the total amount of insurance was $7,962,800.00. He stated the proposed 
increase as being $7,962,800.00 with a net change of $5,440,000.00. He further stated the 
policy is written for 90% of the total, with the total liability being $12,075,120.00 
Commissioner Prentiss stated the figure of $14,000.00 for fire and liability insurance. 
With the increase, it would require an increase payment in premium to $21,000.00. He 
also added, as a result of work on workman’s compensation, working with Aetna 
Insurance, a rebate on the workman’s compensation policy of $10,783.00 was done. The 
Commissioners recommended to the Executive Committee that they allow the Board of 
Rockingham County Commissioners to allow the agent to credit a portion ($7,000.00) of 
the rebate to pay for the increased fire insurance. Rep. Wilson moved, seconded by Rep. 
Skinner to allow the Commissioners to authorize the transfer of $7,000.00 of the 
$10,783.00 credited amount to pay for the increase premium cost for fire and liability 


insurance. Discussion on the motion followed. Rep. Erler moved the question, seconded 
and so voted unanimously. A call for the vote on the motion was made unanimously 
made in the affirmative. 


Rep. Griffin spoke about a letter she had received from a staff person in the Rockingham 
County Clerk of Superior Court’s Office regarding the county retirement system and the 
action taken by the old retirement committee for the “10 year buy back” for county 
employees. Discussion followed regarding action taken about such. A motion was then 
made by Rep. Boucher to delegate the Commissioners to search and send out that 
decision made by the retirement committee regarding the county “10 year buy back” for 
county employees and notify such person of that finding. This motion was seconded by 
Rep. Skinner. Discussion followed relative to the motion. Rep. Boucher spoke to the 
motion, stating that the Chairman of the Delegation be notified of this problem and that 
the old Retirement Committee be re-constructed. Once done, they would be available to 
the Executive Committee of the decision made regarding such. A request from the 
Executive Committee about the standing of this subject and information would be 
mailed out accordingly. A vote on the motion was taken unanimously in the affirmative. 


Rep. Boucher then moved to accept the total quarteriy expenditures of the 1st. quarterly 
report. This motion was seconded by Rep. Wilson. A call for the vote on the motion was 
done unanimously in the affirmative. 


The meeting was then opened for further business. 


Rep. Wilson spoke to members of the Executive Committee regarding the possibility of 
purchasing electric doors for the Rockingham County Home for the convenience of 
wheelchair patients. She aiso spoke in regards to purchasing a lead paint monitor for 
the County of Rockingham, stating that it was her wish to see a program instituted in the 
County of Rockingham so that all pre-school children in Rockingham County be tested 
for lead poisoning. After considerable discussion, Rep. Boucher moved that the 
Executive Board be permitted to check with the Rockingham Strafford Employment and 
Training Consortium with the possibility of submitting a grant to the Rockingham 
Strafford Employment and Training Consortium for a pilot program for the detection of 
lead poisoning among pre-school children in Rockingham County. This motion was 
seconded by Rep. Skinner. Discussion followed whereby Rep. Boucher amended his 
motion to read: that the grant proposal be submitted to the Executive Board at their next 
meeting. This amended motion was seconded by Rep. Skinner. A call for a vote on the 
motion was made unanimously in the affirmative. 


Rep. Wilson then made a motion to authorize the County Commissioners to purchase 2 
electric eye doors for the Blaisdell Building of the Rockingham County Home for the 
convenience of wheelchair patients and not to exceed the sum of $8,000. whereby this 
money would be taken from the Blaisdell Biulding Account. This motion was seconded 
by Rep. Norton. Discussion followed, Rep. Erler moved the question. A vote to limit 
debate was voted unanimously in the affirmative. The Chairman then called for a vote on 
the motion. The motion was so voted in the affirmative. 


Rep. Griffin commended the Commissioners on the Newsletter, which, she stated, is 
very informative to those in Rockingham County. She noted that the Newsletter is a 
service to Rockingham County. 


The Commissioners then reported on the progress of the temporary jail facilities for 
females in Rockingham County. Commissioner Prentiss briefed the Executive 
Committee regarding the existing problems. He noted a series of conferences with the 
Building Committee, members of the Governor's Commission on Crime and 
Delinquency, Sheriff Sampson and the Commissioners, that put together a proposal to 
renovate the second floor of the Carlisle Building. The total cost will be appromimately 
$45,000.00 for the complete renovation, giving the percentage breakdown. He noted that 
the new temporary jail facility will house 14 female prisoners. The project has been put 
out to bid, bids to be received on May 5, 1977. The Governor’s Commission on Crime and 
Delinquency will meet and discuss such on May 6, 1977. Rep. Blanchette spoke to the 
newly proposed jail facilities, and suggested that juvenile facilities be incorported. 
Commissioner Prentiss noted Rep. Blanchette’s valid point, stating that a request fora 
federal grant in the amount of $650,000.00 to be used towards the construction of the 
new jail, was agreed through the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency 
and the Law Enforcement Assistance Administration. Commissioner Driscoll further 
added that the new jail facilities would incorporate juveniles, as well as females. 


Commissioner Prentiss stated that after many months, the personnel policies for the 
Rockingham Strafford Employment and Training Consortium was completed. This does 
not include a salary schedule. He also added that, as far as a county-wide program, the 
Department of Labor has approved the grant to fund the entire study, to put together a 
comphrehensive plan for the entire county, which will be done by the Civil Service 
Commission. He noted implementation in June of 1977, noting the procedure involved. 


Commissioner Prentiss briefed the Executive Committee relative to change of name for 
the Rockingham County Home. He questioned whether the Executive Board would 
consider calling the Rockingham County Home by a different name, noting the 
replacement of a new sign, and adding that the new name would better describe the 
facility. A number of suggestions were made. After considerable discussion, a motion 
was made bt Rep. Griffin to change the name of the Rockingham County Home to 
Rockingham Nursing Home. This motion was seconded by Rep. Boucher. Considerable 
discussion followed. It was ,moved by Rep. Pucci, seconded and so voted to limit debate. 
A vote to move the question was voted in the affirmative. The Chairman then called fora 
vote on the motion. The motion was carried in the affirmative. 


There being no further business to come before the Board, Rep Wilson moved to 
adjourn. This motion was seconded by Rep Schwaner and was so voted unanimously. 
The meeting was adjourned at 12:12 P.M.

The Executive Committee met this date, May 19, 1977 for the purpose of considering a 
transfer of $18,000.00 from the Capital Reserve Fund for the female detention facility. 
Executive Committee Chaitman Charles E. Cummings called the meeting to order at 
9:37 A.M. and requested the roll call by the clerk. 


Present were: 
Representatives: Blanchette, Erler, Griffin, Pucci, Quimby, Randall, Skinner, 
Smith, Charles E. Cummings, Executive Committee Chairman, Wilfred R. 
Cunningham, Convention Chairman, Helen F. Wilson,Convention Vice Chairman 
and Annie Mae Schwaner, Clerk. Also present were Commissioners Prentiss, 
Barka and Driscoll. 


Having established the presence of a quorum, Rep. Cummings gave the floor over to 
Commissioner Prentiss, who advised Executive Committee members regarding the 
femaie detention facilities. . 


Commissioner Prentiss stated that, out of eleven requests for bids, eight were recieved. 
The following companies submitted bids: Ardie Construction Company, Inc.; Coakley 
Construction, inc.; Davis Associates, Inc.; Labrie Construction Company; The Maxam 
Company, Inc.; Mick Construction Company; Donald D. Snyder & Son, Inc.; Tyler 
Construction Company. Commissioner Prentiss advised that after carefully reviewing 
the specifications with Mr. Donald Sumner of Irving Hersey Associates, also designated 
as Architect for Rockingham County, a final review of bids was done, noting that The 
Maxam Company was the low bidder at $53,314.00. He noted that $7,000.00, designated 
for furnishings for such, had been deleted, as a separate grant request was written for 
such. He stated the two grants, which have been approved by the Governor’s 
Commission on Crime and Delinquency are the Female Detention Facility grant for 
$37,230.00 and the Furnishings and Equipment grant for $6,903.00, totalling $44, 133.00, 
noting the county share of 5% ($2,207.00) leaving net funds available $41,926.00. He 
explained further, project costs for the female detention facilities of $53,314.00, with an 
estimated figure of $6,000.00, as opposed to $7,000.00 orginally denoted for furnishings 
and equipment, totalling $59,314.00. The total county funds required was stated as 
$17,388.00 of which $2,207.00 is to be taken for the orginal grant request. He 
summarized his explanation of the necessity for available funds for such, stating that the 
Commissioners request a transfer of a sum not to exceed $18,000.00 from the Capital 
Reserve Account for the female detention facilities. 


Several questions were raised revelant to the range of bids received for such work. 
Commissioner Prentiss advised regarding the range of bids, noting that The Maxam 
Company was the lowest bidder, Commissioner Prentiss also advised the Executive 
Committee members that this facility would house fourteen females. After considerable 
discussion, Rep. Wilson moved, seconded by Rep. Erler to authorize the County 
Commissioners to transfer to the Capital Reserve Account, a sum not to exceed 
$18,000.00 to be applied to the cost of the female detention facilities. This amount will 
include $600.00 for roof repairs. Discussion followed the motion. Rep. Erler moved, duly 


seconded, to move the question. A vote to limit debate was voted unanimously. The 
Chairman instructed the Clerk to read the motion. After the motion was read, acall fora 
vote on the motion was done unanimously in the affirmative. 


Dialoge concerning the Seabrook nuclear site protestors, and the actions taken by the 
Commissioners relative to their stand concerning such, was noted. Several questions 
were raised relative to who would assume responsibility of the cost for the protestors 
incarceration. After considerable discussion, Rep. Skinner recommended that the 
Rockingham County Commissioners should be commended for the stand they took. 
Rep. Quimby then moved to make a resolution to commend the Rockingham County 
Commissioners on their stand. Rep. Griffin seconded the motion. Discussion followed 
relative to the resolution. Rep. Griffin stated that it was her belief that the feelings were 
unanimcus. Rep. Erler spoke against the resolution, stating that he felt questions were 
unanswered and a lack of concern was shown. Commissioner Prentiss responded, 
stating that at the meeting in question that Rep. Erier referred to, The Commissioners 
could not justifiably comment on the procedings because the “dialoge” from Governor 
Thomson to Rockingham County officais had been lax. The Chairman then called for a 
vote on the resolution noting the following: 11 voting in the affirmative, Rep. Erier voting 
in the negative. 


There being no further business to come before the Board, the meeting was adjourned 
on a motion made, and duly seconded.

Having etablished the presence of a quorum, Rep. Cummings asked what the pleasure 
would be in reviewing the second quarter report. Since everyone had had the 
opportunity to study the budget thoroughly at home, having received a copy by mail any 
questions or comments to be raised would be done in that fashion, after hearing from Mr. 
Unwar Samaha, Clerk of Superior Court and Mrs. Edith E. Holland, Register of Deeds. 


Before hearing form Mr. Samaha and Mrs. Holland, it was stated that Rep. Skinner asked 
to be excused, as she was attending her daughters orientation at college. Rep. Griffin 
stated that, in speaking with Rep. Wilson, Rep. Wilson had requested Rep.Griffin explain 
that she be excused, due to important business. This was so noted by the Chairman. 


Mr. Unwar Samaha spoke to Executive Committee members relative to two employees 
in the Clerk of Superior Court Office being repaid for the Retirement System, for the ten 
year buy back. He explained that Mrs. Marion Avery and Mrs. Rosalie Wilson were the 
two empioyees that he spoke to, and asked the Executive Committee to consider 
in regards to, and asked the Executive Committee to consider transferring a total 
amount of $5,249.28 from a balance account, registered in the Clerk’s Office for litigants 
in the name of the Clerk of Superior Court, for Mrs. Marion Avery and Mrs. Rosalie 
Wilson. Discussion followed regarding the Retirement Sub-Committee. Mr. Samaha 
was informed that the Executive Committee would take into consideration, his request 
for transfer. Discussion followed. Rep. Cunningham then moved to transfer the sum of 
$5,249.28 from a balance account. registered in the Clerk’s Office for litigants in the 
name of the Clerk of Superior Court, to repay two employees in the Clerk of Superior 
Court Office, Mrs. Marion Avery and Mrs. Rosalie Wilson, as per Mrs. Wilson’s written 
request. Discussion followed regarding the Retirement System, noting seven 
employees, who voluntarily had taken the State Retirement System. Five members were 
named as: Mr. George Hilton, Mrs. Dorothy Hilton, Mrs. Dorothy Martine, Mrs. Marion 
Avery and Mrs. Rosalie Wilson. Rep. Griffin spoke to setting a precedent if such two 
employees were reimbursed, noting others would have to be repaid. Discussion 
followed regarding the Retirement System and the Retirement Sub-Committee. Rep. 
Boucher spoke in opposition of repaying, questioning the procedure. Rep. Norton 
suggested the Retirement Sub-Committee report back with a total amount of 


reimbursement for everyone involved in the matter, before making a decision. Rep 
Cunningham then withdrew his motion. Rep. Griffin stated that Mrs. Wilson did come 
before the Retirement Sub-Committee when the situation first came about, noting that, 
as a member of the Retirement Sub-Committee, Mrs. Wilson’s request was declined. 

Rep. Norton then moved, seconded by Rep. Boucher that the problems concerning the 
Retirement System be taken up with the Retirement Sub-Committee, to gain legal 
council to advise the Retirement Sub-Committee, and to report back to the Executive 
Committee at the next quarterly meeting. Discussion followed the motion. The 
Chairman inquired regarding the Retirement Sub-Committee members, and was 
informed that Rep. Stimmeil and Rep. Griffin were the two remaining members of such 
committee, with Rep. Stimmeil being designated as Chairman. Rep. Cunningham, 
Chairman of the Rockingham County Delegation suggested that Rep. Ashton Norton be 
appointed to the Retirement Sub-Committee. After discussion with Rep. Norton, it was 
so noted that the Chairman of the Rockingham County Delegation, Rep. Wilfred R. 
Cunningham, appointed Rep. Ashton Norton to the Retirement Sub-Committee. A call 
for a vote on the motion was recorded unanimously in the affirmative. 


Mrs. Edith E.Holland met with Executive Committee membejss and noted the increased 
volume of business, stating the first six months of 1977 over the first six months of 1976 
had an increase of 2,844 documents or a 20% increase and an increase in receipts of 
$26,997.48 or 25%. She explained the projected receipts for the remaining six months of 
1977 are $163,768.38. The total projections were based on the first six months. These 
projections were noted as being $300,243. 03 The projected increase over 1976, she 
stated,is $51,087.12. Mrs. Holland stated that in estimation, if the rate stays as it was the 
first six months of 1977, an increase of $50,000.00 over the estimation for the Registry of 
Deeds budget of 1977 could be anticipated. Mrs. Holland spoke regarding House Bill | 
and House Bill 596. She noted her estimation figures of 10% contingency, rather than 
20%. She noted a projected balance in appropriation of approximately $3,000.00 The 
result of this, she added, was the need for a supplemental appropriation for additional 
staff and to balance the clerical budget, including additional supplies, machines, and 
services to process the heavy increase in volume. A total supplemental appropriation of 
$10,000.00 was requested by Mrs. Holland. She also spoke about the need for additional 
space for the Registry of Deeds, noting several possibilities which she had discussed 
with the Commissioners. She also spoke in regards to the personnel Policies for 
Rockingham County, being done by the U.S. Civil Service Commission. Ch. Cummings 
informed Mrs. Holland that her suggestions would be taken under advisement. Ch. 
Cummings also stated that the Registry of Deeds Sub-Committee should have been 
advised of the current problems and needs. Mrs. Holland was advised that the Executive 
Committee would take her request into consideration. Discussion followed regarding 
Mrs. Holland’s request. Rep. Boucher moved to have the Registry of Deeds Sub- 
Committee meet with Mrs. Holland to discuss the various problems, so stated by Mrs. 
Holland at the Executive Committee meeting of July 22, 1977, and that the sub- 
committee report back to the Executive Committee by September 1, 1977. This motion 
was seconded by Rep. Erler. Discussion followed the motion. A call for a vote on the 
motion was done and recorded unanimously in the affirmative. 


Rep. Griffin spoke about the Sheriff's Dept/Jail Sub-Committee and the Building Sub- 
Committee regarding the status of the female detention facility. Comm. Driscoll spoke 
about the meeting with the Governor’s Commission on Crime and Delinquency and the 
Law Enforcement Assistance Administration (LEAA) regarding the Carlisle Building 
planning renovations. He noted that the LEAA Clearing House on Corrections declined 
the proposal, stating that certain criteria was not met. A revised grant was then done for 
seven (7) units, as opposed to the orginal fourteen (14) units. Comm. Driscoll stated that 
action taken by the Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency for 
authorization of an additional $30,000.00 for the revised plans for the Carlisle Building, 
which would allow for a total of seven (7) units, noting increased costs for lavatories, 
space and the water pumping and air circulation systems. This amount, he noted, would 
increase the county cost approximately $2,000.00 for matching funds, done on a 
90%/5%/5% basis. As a result of this, Comm. Driscoll requested authorization to spend 
up to $2,000.00 for matching money for the modifications to the Carlisle Building to be 
taken from the Capital Reserve Account. Comm. Driscoll stated that the 
Commissioners, the Sheriff's Dept/Jail and Building Sub-Committee have been working 
with the Governor's Commission on Crime and Delinquency, to obtain $5,000.00 
funding for the planning and specifications for the new House of Correction/Jail. He 
stated his feelings regarding trying to obtain money from the Governor's Commission 
on Crime and Deliquency, emphasizing that it is not certain when the funding would 
happen or if it would happen. He noted the urgency and stated that the $5,000.00 be 
taken from the Capital Reserve Account and requested such. Discussion followed. Rep. 
Cunningham moved to allow Comm. Driscoll’s request for $2,000.00 for matching 
money for modifications to the Carisle Building to be taken from the Capital Reserve 
Account and the sum of $5,000.00 for planning and specifications for the new House of 
Correction/Jail, to be taken from the Capital Reserve Account. Rep. Griffin questioned 
the seven unit facility. Comm. Driscoll spoke about the stipulations of the Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration. Rep. Boucher suggested that the Building 
Sub-Committee consider funding the project at a county level, rather than through 
LEAA. Several other suggestions were discussed. Once again, Rep. Cunningham 
repeated his motion for consideration.Discussion followed. Rep. Cunningham moved 
the question. A call on a vote to limit debate was so voted in the affirmative. The 
Chairman then called for a vote on the motion. The motion was so voted in the 
affirmative, with Chairman Cummings voting in the negative. 


Comm. Driscoll summarized the Cash Report and the Cumulative Quarterly Report for 
the Second Quarter. He noted the area of concern was for No. 14 - Old Age Assistance. 
He noted his conversation with Rep. Griffin and Cummings about Old Age Assistance. 
Comm. Driscoll noted the total expenditures for 1976 for Old Age Assistance were 
$456,000.00. He explained that as per a request, the December payment for 1976 be 
witheld. A total of seven (7) payments have been paid so far for 1977. He noted his 
suggestion to break out the two amounts for Old Age Assistance between wie 
Rockingham Nursing Home and the Rockingham County Administration and Justice 
Building. Comm. Driscoll stated that, in the 1977 budget, $400,000. was allocated for Old 
Age Assistance for the Rockingham Nursing Home and $125,000.00 was allocated for 


payments from the Rockingham County Administration and Justice Building. He 
explained that the total sum represents $69,000.00 over the previous years expenditure. 
He stated that the Rockingham Nursing Home allocation for Medical assistance is right 
on target. Within the Old Age Assistance, He explained, there are three categories: 

1. Old Age Assistance Non-Nursing Home 

2. Medical Assistance in Nursing Homes 

3. Aid to Permanent/Totally Disabled 


He reviewed the expenditures, noting an anticipated figure of $120,000.00 being spent 
for the balance of the year. He noted a budgetary surplus of $200,000.00 to be 
anticipated at the Rockingham Nursing Home and that a revenue surplus of 200,000.00 
to 300,000.00 could be anticipated. Comm. Driscoll stated that the rate of 
reimbursement, on a cost related basis for the Rockingham Nursing Home will increase 
from $25.98 to $27.44. He also stated that the Rockingham Nursing Home has to project 
vacant days in beds available at the Rockingham Nursing Home, stating that the number 
of vacant bed days are very low. Comm Driscoll then requested authorization of the 
expenditure of whatever sums are necessary to Old Age Assistance from the 
Rockingham Nursing Home surplus funds. Discussion followed relative to the request 
for authorization. Comm. Driscoll noted the vote of the delagation at the time the 1977 
budget was passed, for approval of transfer of funds. Rep. Griffin then moved, seconded 
by Rep. Norton to allow the County Commissioners authorization to transfer whatever 
sums are necessary to Old Age Assistance from the Rockingham Nursing Home 
surplus funds. Discussion followed regarding the amount to be transferred. Through a 
suggestion by Comm. Driscoll, an amount of $63,500.00 was decided upon for the 
transfer figure. Rep. Norton then moved to amend Rep. Griffin’s motion to state that the 
County Commissioners be given authorization to transfer $63,500.00 to Old Age 
Assistance from the Rockingham Nursing Home surplus funds. This motion was 
seconded by Rep. Griffin. A call for a vote on the amended motion was recorded 
unanimously in the affirmative. 


Comm. Driscoll reported to Executive Committee regarding the progress of the 
Personnel Policies for Rockingham County, being done by the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission. He informed committee members regarding several meetings with Mr. 
Robert O’Hare and Mr. John Coules. He noted that, before the Executive Committee 
meets again for its third quarterly report, the Commissioners should have the final 
aspect of the plan in detail, to bring before the Executive Committee. 


Several questions were raised and answered regarding Item No.34 - Human Services 
and Item No.15 - Board & Care of Children. 


Rep. Griffin reported regarding Rep. Wilson’s sub-committee for the Rockingham 
Nursing Home. She stated that the sub-committee reported that the home is running an 
excellent operation and it is in No. 1 shape. Rep. Griffin noted her sub-committee on the 
Sheriff's Dept/Jail. She staed that the Sheriff's former secretary had left. She informed 
Executive Committee members regarding 3 new additional female staff personnel at the 
Rockingham County Jail for the switchboard operations, who will also act as matrons. 
While discussing the Sheriff's Department, Rep. Cunningham raised a question 


regarding the large turn over in the Sheriff's Department regarding the deputies. Rep. 
Cunningham was informed by Ch.Cummings to speak to the High Sheriff. 


After final discussion regarding the second quarterly report, Rep. Cunningham moved, 
seconded by Rep. Pucci to approve the expenditures, with the necessary changes of the 
second quarterly report. This motion was so voted unanimously. 


There being no further business to come before the Executive Committee, a motion was 
made by Rep. Erler, seconded by Rep. Cunningham, to adjourn the meeting. This 
motion was so voted unanimously. The meeting was adjourned at 12:15 P.M.

The Executive Committee met this date, October 24, 1977 for the purpose of reviewing 
disbursements and receipts for the third quarter. Executive Committee Chairman 
Charles E. Cummings called the meeting to order and requested the roll call by the 
Clerk. 


Present were: 


Representatives: Blanchette, Connors, Cummings, Cunningham,Erler, Gage, 
Ganley, Griffin, Maynard, Norton, Pucci, Quimby, Schwaner, Skinner, Smith, Wilson. 
Also present were: Thomas M. Prentiss, Chairman, Rockingham County 
Commissioners; John C. Driscoll, Clerk, Rockingham County Commissioners; Mr. 
Winston H. Lothrop, Treas., Mrs. Madelyn Walker, Deputy Tres.;Mr, E. Warren Clark 
Planning Coordinator for the Solid Waste Feasibility Study Committee; Mr. John M. 
Kehoe, Vice President and Genral Manager of Wheela-brator-Frye, Inc.; Mr. George 
Dinolfo, Project Director, Wheela-brator-Frye, Inc.; Rep. John H. Stimmel, Chairman of 
the Retirement Committee; Mrs. Patricia J. Harry, Public Information Officer for 
Rockingham County; Miss Carrolle A. Butler, Secretary to the Rockingham County 
Commissioners; Mrs. Martha Hamilton of the Portsmouth Herald; Mrs. Mary Kroner of 
the Exeter News Letter; and Mr. Frank Burbank of the Haverhill Gazette. 


Having established the presence of a quorum, Rep. Cummings asked what the pleasure 
would be in reviewina the third quarter report. Since everyone had had the opportunity 
to study the budget thoroughly at home, having received a copy by mail, any questions 
or comments to be raised would be done in that fashion. 


The meeting commenced at !I:01 a.m., with the Chairman of the Executive Committee 
requesting that people present, not including members of the Executive Committee, be 
excused for a period of time, so that the meeting would go into Executive Session. 


The meeting was then opened to the public, whereby the meeting commenced with 
conversation pertaining to the policies of retirement for Rockingham County 
Employees. Rep. Blanchette spoke to the verbage of a motion, in terms of a policy. 
Commissioner Driscoll spoke to the determination of the status of the two employees in 
question, being a county employee or employees of the State of New Hampshire. He 
explained that these employees are hired by the Clerk of Superior Court, and that raises 
are approved by the Judges of the Superior Court. After considerable discussion, Rep. 
Blanchette moved that any employee, who voluntarily participated in the State 
Retirement System, prior to the adoption of the reinstatement of the State Retirement 
System for County Employees, not be reimbursed for payments voluntarily made. This 
motion was seconded by Rep. Griffin. Discussion followed the motion. Rep. Norton 
spoke to policies made by the Executive Committee prior to the October 24th meeting, 
regarding similar verbage as stated in Rep. Blanchette’s motion. Rep. Griffin stated that 
the motion made by Rep. Blanchette reaffirms the policy made by the Executive 
Committee. Rep. Ganley stated that the letter, reiterating the 


Executive Committee 


Executive Committee’s policy stand, should be written to Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Avery. 
Rep. Blanchette spoke to the importance of standing behind the policy. Rep. Blanchette 
then amended her motion to state that the Executive Committee reaffirm their motion 
whereby, any county employee, who voluntarily participated in the State Retirement 
System, prior to the adoption of the reinstatement of the StateRetirement System for 
County Employees, not be reimbursed for payments voluntarily made. Rep. Griffin 
seconded this amended motion. Rep Wilson asked that the Executive Committee review 
the original motion made. Rep. Cunningham asked the Chairman if the motion could be 
tabled, until the Executive Committee could review the original motion made on March 
30, 1974. After considerable discussion, Rep. Quimby moved, seconded by Rep. Ganley, 
to move the question. A call for a vote on the motion to limit debate was voted in the 
affirmative. The Chairman then called for a vote on the motion. The motion was voted 
unanimously in the affirmative. Representative Wilson then moved that a memo of the 
actions of the Board be given to Mrs. Wilson and Mrs. Avery today. along with a copy of 
the Attorney General’s letter and the Board’s policy on retirement. This motion was 
seconded and was duly adopted. 


Chairman then reviewed the third quarter budget report by item. Reviewed and 
accepted after discussion were: Commissioners’ and Expenses - Commissioner 
Prentiss spoke to the increase in supplies and expenses for two Manpower employees; 
Mrs. Patricia Harry, Public Information Officer for Rockingham County, and Mr. E. 
Warren Clarke, Planning Coordinator for the Solid Waste Feasibility Planning 
Committee in the Commissioners office. Treasurer-Deputy and Expenses - Mr. Lothrop 
spoke to this increase, stating that he was advised that, due to insurance, the State Tax 
Insurance on his bond has been increased from $30,000 to $300,000.00 and suggested 
that the possibility of the Deputies bond increasing to this amount. Also reviewed were: 
Auditors, County Attorney and Expenses, Register of Deeds and Expenses, Register of 
Probate, Probate Court, Superior Court, Jury Payroll, State vs, Stenographer, Master’s 
fee, Court Expenses, Sheriff and Expenses and Maintenance. 


Questions arose pertaining to the Farm expenses. Comm. Prentiss briefed Executive 
Committee members regarding the increase, stating that grain prices and prices for 
fertilizer have increased. Also reviewed were: County Home and County Jail. Questions 
were raised regarding Old Age Assistance. Com. Driscoll explained that this item was 
up, due to the fact that people are living longer, and the increase in population, who 


qualify for Old Age Assistance. Discussion followed Com. Driscoll’s explanation. After 
reviewing the appropriations of the unexpended balance for Old Age Assistance, Rep. 
Norton moved to allow the Rockingham County Commissioner, such sums as may be 
necessary for Old Age Assistance in Rockingham County, due to the increase in people 
living longer, and the population increase. This motion was seconded by Rep. Erler. 

Discussion followed the motion. Rep. Griffin spoke in opposition to the motion. Rep. 
Norton stated the need of the motion, to meet the financial obligations of the County. 

Rep. Ganley questioned where the money could be transferred from. Com. Driscoll 
stated that the money could be transferred from the County Home budget, to offset the 
Old Age Assistance budget. Rep. Wilson questioned the money being transferred from 
the County Home budget, stating that, while departments have been conservative to this 
point, they have budgeted needed equipment and supplies, which will or might be 
expended in the fourth quarter.Rep. Norton then moved, seconded by Rep. Erler to 


limit debate. A call on the motion to move the question was so voted in the affirmative. 
The Chairman then called for a vote on the motion. The motion was voted in the 
negative. Verbage followed the vote, pertaining to a reviewed motion. Rep. Norton then 
moved, seconded by Rep. Erler that the Rockingham County Commissioners be allowed 
to over expend on Item No. |4- Old Age Assistance. A call for a vote on the motion was 
recorded unanimously in the affirmative. 


The Chairman then reviewed: Board and Care of Children, Direct Relief, Temporary 
Loan, Interest on Temporary Loan, Interest on Bonds, Payment on Bonds, County 
Extension Service, Delegation Expense, Printing County Report and Insurance, 
whereby Com. Prentiss noted that there was an increase in the premium but noted the 
rebate given regarding workman's compensation. 


Also reviewed were: Legal Fees, Matching Funds, Encumbered, Retirement, Cruisers 
(3) RS, Fire Training, Rockingham Conservation District, Bicentennial, Salary 
Adjustments, Human Services, Farm Maintenance, Register of Deeds RS, Superior 
Court RS, County Home RS, County Attorney RS, Maintenance RS, Capital Reserve 
Fund, Maintenance and Farm Equipment. 


The Chairman then reviewed the Revenue Report with the Executive Committee 
members. After several questions, Rep. Skinner moved to accept the third quarterly 
report. This motion was seconded by Rep. Pucci. The Chairman then called for a vote of 
the motion, as there was no discussion following the motion. The motion was recorded 
in the affirmative. 


The next item on the agenda was the authorization from the Executive Committee to the 
Rockingham County Commissioners to sign the agreement for Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. 
to develop a Solid Waste Resource-to-Energy system involving the possible credit of 
$5,000.00 of County funds to the system. Com. Prentiss spoke to the proposal, giving 
Executive Committee members the background of the preliminary work done to 
establish the Solid Waste Feasibility Planning Study Committee, and their efforts 
leading to the proposal submitted by Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. He noted the hiring of Mr. 
E. Warren Clarke, Planning Coordinator for the Solid Waste Feasibility Planning Study 
Committee, under a Manpower position. Distributed to Executive Committee members 
were copies of the proposal submitted by Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. Com. Prentiss 
reviewed the proposal with Executive Committee Members, noting that a short term 
solution to the solid waste problem would be a series of transfer stations. Com. Prentiss 
stated that such a proposal would provide local units of government with solutions to 
their solid waste problems. The Chairman then introduced Mr. John M. Kehoe, Jr. Vice 
President and General Manager of Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. and Mr. George Dinolfo, 
Project Director to answer any questions that may arise. Several questions were asked 
pertaining to the proposal submitted by Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. regarding what the 
proposal will provide, and would it be the property of Rockingham County, once it was 
completed? Mr. Kehoe spoke to these questions, stating that, once the study was 
completed, it would be the property of Rockingham County. He noted that it was his 
concept that if the proposal was accepted, Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. would do the 
complete study and follow up. Rep. Gage questioned whether the Commissioners 
obtained other companies to provide such a service. Com. Prentiss noted that, after 
reviewing the qualifications of Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. they considered this choice to be 
in the best interest of Rockingham County, noting that Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. are 


world-wide leaders in this field, and that Rockingham County did not want to take a 
chance in obtaining a company who would not stand behind their work, and could not 
meet the qualifications of Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. After considerable discussion 
regarding the proposal, Rep. Griffin moved to make availabe to the Rockingham County 
Commissioners, the amount of $5,000.00 for the proposal, submitted by Wheelabrator- 
Frye, Inc. This motion was seconded by Rep. Cunningham. Discussion followed the 
motion pertaining to the proposal submitted, being the only one taken into 
consideration. Rep. Blanchette spoke in favor of the proposal, but questioned the 
obligations of the County in that only one company was recognized, further stating that it 
was her belief that, if the County accepted the proposal, Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. would 
have sole accessibility to the study, with its completed results, and that no other 
companies would pve involved. Discussion followed. Rep. Griffin then amended her 
motion to state that authorization be given to the Rockingham County Commissioners 
to go ahead with the proposal submitted by Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. and allow the 
Rockingham County Commissioners the authority to transfer sums necessary to utilize 
the amount of $5,000.00, if deemed necessary for the proposal. This motion was 
seconded by Rep. Cunningham. Rep. Quimby complimented the Commissioners on 
taking the initiative to deal with the problems of solid waste disposal, and that the 
County of Rockingham is lucky to have Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc. interested in the 
problems of Rockingham County. He also spoke to the usefulness of the study from 
Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc., stating that the information made available will aid in the 
assistance of the solid waste problem. Mr. Kehoe spoke to the comphrehensive analysis 
provided by Wheelabrator-Frye, Inc., in supplying Rockingham County with 
recommendations and solutions, making available to all units of government, pertinent 
information, stressing the “right to know”. Rep. Erler spoke in favor of the proposal. Rep. 
Schwaner questioned the acceptance of the proposal noting home rule. After 
considerable discussion, Rep. Griffin moved the question, seconded by Rep. 
Cunningham. A vote to limit debate was recorded in the affirmative. Rep. Quimby stated 
a point of order, requesting the reviewal of items A-K on Page Two of the proposal. Items 
A-K were reviewed in length. After doing such, the Chairman then called for a vote on the 
motion. Roll call was requested on a motion made by Rep. Erler, seconded by five. Ona 
roll call the vote was recorded as 12 in the affirmative and 3 in the negative. The motion 
was carried. Reps: Gage, Blanchette and Pucci wished to be recorded in the negative, 
and that their vote did not reflect their feelings, but did reflect their attitude regarding 
competitive bidding. 


Discussion followed regarding the Capital Reserve Fund. Rep. Griffin spoke to the 
intent of the Capital Reserve Fund. 


The meeting was recessed at !:36 P.M. for lunch. 


The meeting commenced at 2:19 with the discussion pertaining to the Capital Reserve 
Fund, as was previously discussed prior to the recess for lunch. Com. Driscoll suggested 
that the maximum amount be allocated to the Capital Reserve Jail & House of Correction 
Account, and that the balance be transferred to the Old Age Assistance appropriation. 
He noted that by doing this, the Capital Reserve for the Jail & House of Correction would 
be $164,150.00 and the balance of the original appropriation would be allocated to the 


Old Age Assistance appropriation being $173,000. Discussion followed the 
recommendations of the Commissioners. Rep. Skinner then moved to state that the sum 
of $164,150 remain in the Capital Reserve Account and that the sum of $173,000 be 
transferred to the Old Age Assistance appropriation. This motion was seconded by 
Rep.Gage. Discussion followed, whereby Rep. Skinner amended her motion to state 
that the sum of $164,150. remain in the Jail & House of Correction Capital Reserve 
Account and that the sum of $173,000. be reallocated to the Old Age Assistance 
appropriation, contingent upon the New Hampshire Revenue Administration. This 
amended motion was seconded by Rep. Gage. Discussion followed, whereby Rep. 
Skinner moved the question. This motion was seconded by Rep. Cunningham. A vote to 
limit debate was so voted in the affirmative. The Chairman then called for a vote on the 
motion. The vote was recorded unanimously in the affirmative. 


Discussion followed regarding the authorization for the Rockingham County 
Commissioners to receive and expend federal funds. It was noted for record that the 
Rockingham County Commissioners, in a previous meeting of the County Convention, 
were voted this priviedge. Following this discussion, Rep. Cunningham moved, 
seconded by Rep. Pucci to authorize the Rockingham County Commissioners to receive 
and expend federal funds. Rep. Cunningham stated that, having no record available 
regarding this authorization in a previous meeting of the County Convention, it was his 
desire to move such authorization. There being no further discussion following the 
motion, the motion was so voted in the affirmative. 


Com. Driscoll then spoke to Executive Committee members regarding LEAA guidelines 
for obtaining money for a new Jail & House of Correction, noting the minimum 
requirements. He spoke about the trip to Washington, D.C., in hopes of acquiring federal 
money for the new jail facility. Com. Driscoll spoke to a bond issue, but stated that a 
bond issue would not be done, until all avenues of funds were exhausted. He noted the 
possibility of utilizing revenue sharing monies, until a bond could be issued, stating that 
such would be required, to meet a construction schedule. Discussion followed whereby 
Rep. Quimby moved that the Executive Board of the Rockingham County Convention 
recommend to the Rockingham County Convention, that an appropriation not to exceed 
$4,000,000. for bond issues be authorized for a new Jail & House of Correction, water 
and sewer facilities, utilizing such funds as are available plus any interest earned onthe 
project. The motion was seconded by Rep. Gage. There being no discussion following 
the motion, the Chairman called for a vote on the motion. The vote was recorded in the 
affirmative. 


The Commissioners then spoke to a request from Edith E. Holland, Register of Deeds 
for a transfer of $10,000.00, to be used for additional staffing within the Registry of 
Deeds. Rep. Norton questioned the budget of the Registry of Deeds, stating that by 
reviewing the budget it would seem that there would be money available. Due to the 
questions regarding the usage of money and budget figures, Mrs. Holland was 
telephoned and questioned whether this money was available within the existing 
Registry of Deeds budget. Mrs. Holland directed her response to Rep. Norton who 
questioned this item. The telephone conversation being completed, Rep. Norton 
explained that the request was for additional staffing for the Registry of Deeds, and that 
her budget would not accomodate the additional $10,000. Discussion followed as to 
where this sum could be transferred from. It was suggested by the Commissioners, that 


a portion of this sum could be transferred from the Anti-Recession Fund, and that the 
remainder if any, could be transferred from another source. After the discussion was 
completed, Rep. Cunningham moved to authorize the Rockingham County 
Commissioners to transfer $10,000.00 to be used by the Registry of Deeds Account for 
additional staffing. This motion was seconded by Rep. Wilson. There being no further 
discussion following the motion, the motion was recorded unanimously in the 
affirmative. 


There being no further business to come before the Executive Committee, Rep. Pucci 
moved to adjourn. This motion was seconded by Rep. Smith, and was so voted 
unanimously in the affirmative. The meeting was adjourned at 3:15 P.M.

The Rockingham County Delegation met this date, November 7, 1977 regarding the 
ruling from the New Hampshire Revenue Administration, which stated that the action of 
the County Convention in January of 1977, exceeded the statutory authorization of 
100th of 1% of the assessed valuation of the real property in the County. Convention 
Chairman called the meeting to order and requested the roll call by the clerk. 


Present were: 
Representatives: Aeschiliman, Akerman, Barka, Benton, Bisbee, Blake, 
Blanchette, Campbell, Collins, Connors, Cummings, Cunningham, Davis, Sytek, 
Erler, B. Gage, C. Gage, Gaskill, Gould, Greene, Griffin, Hartford, Kashulines, 
King, Krasker, Laycock, Lovejoy, McDonald, J. McEachern, Nelson, Nielbling, 
Norton, Parolise, Parr, Pucci, Quimby, Richards, Rogers, Scamman, Schwaner, 
Skinner, Smith, Stimmel, Tavitian, Webster, Wilson, Wojnowski. 


Having established the presence of a quorum, Ch. Cunningham stated the purpose of 
the meeting was due to the New Hampshire Revenue Administration ruling that the 
action of the County Convention in January of 1977 in voting on the County Budget 
allocating $337,150. for a Jail & House of Correction Capital Reserve Account exceeded 
the statutory authorization of 100th of 1% of the assessed valuation of the real property 
in the County. He stated that the Capital Reserve for the Jail & House of Correction 
should be $164,150., and that the balance of $173,000. could be allocated to the Old Age 
Assistance appropriation. 


A motion was then made by Rep. Benton, seconded by Rep. Skinner to reconsider the 
vote of the Rockingham County Convention on January 29, 1977 whereby $337,150. was 
voted to be appropriated for a Capital Reserve Account. There being no discussion 
following the motion, the Chairman then called for a vote on the motion, by hand. The 
motion was recorded unanimously in the affirmative. 


The Chairman then stated that the floor was open for discussion for a motion to 
appropriate $164,150. to a House of Correction & Jail Construction Capital Reserve 
Account, and that additional sums be appropriated for Old Age Assistance. Rep. 
Schwaner then moved, seconded by Rep. Erler to appropriate $164,150. as a House of 
Correction & Jail Construction Capital Reserve Account, and that $173,000 be 
appropriated as an additional amount for Old Age Assistance so that the total for Old 
Age Assistance is $298,000. There being no discussion following the motion, the 
Chairman then called for a vote on the motion. The motion was recorded unanimously in 
the affirmative, by a hand vote. 


Commissioner Prentiss gave a brief explanation for the procedure for voting these 
appropriations. He noted that the Old Age Assistance Account is very deficient. He 
explained that at the end of the 1977 year, surpluses left in the budget will then be 
transferred to the Old Age Assistence Account. Commissioner Prentiss also advised 
Convention members that estimations have been received regarding costs and cash 
flow for the new Jail & House of Correction facilities. 


There being no further business to come before the meeting, it was adjorned on a motion 
made by Rep. Gage, duly seconded and voted in the affirmative. The meeting was 
adjorned at 11:18 A.M.

Officials. 


Executive Board: 
Honorable Representatives: Cunningham, Wilson, Schwaner, Connors, Maynard, 
Norton, Cummings, Erler, Gage, Ganley, Skinner. 


The Board observed a moment of silence in memory of the late Representative Doris 
Spollett of Hampstead, New Hampshire. 


Chairman Cunningham appointed the following Blue Ribbon Committee to review 
executive salaries: Representatives: Cummings, Boucher, Skinner, Norton, and 
Maynard. Their report is due on January 16, 1978. 


It was pointed out by Department heads that the major increases in the budget was in 
salaries and wages reflecting the new classification system wage schedule for salary 
adjustments. 


Commissioner Driscoll and Prentiss expressed their concern over the fact that the cost 
to Rockingham County could be over $3,000,000.00 if we have to farm out 
demonstrators arrested at the Nuclear Plant rally. Chairman Cunningham suggested 
that he and other Board members along with the Commissioners make a date to see 
Governor Meldrim Thomson to discuss the financial costs to the County. 


The budget also includes a central autopsy facility in the Mitchell Building. 
Commissioner Driscoll stated that the three hospitals in the County have offered to work 
with the deputies. The doctors, he said, suggested that para-medics could also be 
deputized to handle cases. 


Representative Norton reviewed Maintenance costs and work to be done, pointing out 
increases in utilities, oil, electricity, etc. Instead of five new people as requested, he and 
his committee feel that since the renovations are about complete, three people will come 
back to aid in regular maintenance. Mr. Wuerker declared this change would be 
acceptable. 


Chairman Cunningham named Representative Norton as temporary Chairman of 
Maintenance while Representative Sanborn is on vacation. Others named to the 
committee were: Representatives: Connors, Day and Davis. 


County Treasurer Winston H. Lothrop testified that the balance in the treasury would be 
insufficient to meet the demands of the new year and requested approval to borrow up to 
but not to exceed the amount to be raised by County Tax for the year 1978. This request 
was approved by the Executive Board. 


Chairman Cunningham paid tribute to Representative Ednapearl F. Parr and her 
committee for the Bicentennial report. Commissioner Prentiss expressed his thanks for 
the works of the sub-committees. 


A public hearing on the budget will be held in the Hilton Auditorium at 10:00 A.M. 
December 17,1977.

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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 
The Commissioners herewith submit their report for 1977. 


With a grant from the United States Department of Labor the Civil Service 
Commission assisted the Commissioners and the other county elected officials in 
effecting a pay classification system, merit plan and personnel system for all county 
employees. It was commented, “This brings the county employees into the 20th 
century.” The personnel commission is comprised of the elected county officials. 


Efforts continued to meet federal standards for the counties correctional facilities. 
Plans are being formulated for a new Jail and House of Correction. The 2nd floor of the 
Carlisle Building was refurbished as a temporary female detention facility. A Capital 
Reserve account wasestablished for the new Jail and House of Correction. Efforts 
continue to seek federal funding assistance. 


The National Association of Counties has 12 policy Steering Committees each 
comprised of 30 elected county officials. Commissioner Prentiss has been appointed to 
the Environment and Energy Committee. Commissioner Driscoll has been selected to 
continue on the Employment Committee. 


The Rockingham Strafford Employment and Training Consortium continued with a 
significant expansion particularly in the area of Public Service Employment projects in 
the two county area. Efforts were to initiate immaginative and unique projects of service 
to each county. 


Initiated were: Mosquito Identification & Control Project and Solid Waste Refuse to 
Energy Project for Rockingham County and Census Project for both counties and the 
Cocheco River Cleanup Project in Strafford County. The mosquito and river projects 
received national attention as model projects. 


The County Nursing Home recieved increased daily reimbursement to a level of 
$27.44. The commissioners are not satisfied that this fully represents the true cost of per 
patient daily care and will continue to seek increased reimbursement. 


We are appreciative of the continued dedicated service of the county employees. As 
well we recognize the cooperative effort of our fellow elected officials and that of all the 
members of the County Convention. All of this keeps our county in a strong leadership 


position. 


Above all is the support of the citizenry of our county which makes our activities 
possible.

An analysis of change in current financial condition of the County during the fiscal year 
is made in Exhibit A-2, with the factors which caused the change indicated therein.

$368,310, plus the net appropriations surplus of $314,483, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $682,793.

An examination was made of a sufficient number of orders issued by the 
Commissioners, as well as supporting invoices and payrolls, to satisfy the requirements 
of accepted standards of audit procedure. The classification of expenditures was noted. 


County Home 


The accounts and records of the Administrator of the County Home were examined. 
Receipts were checked by source through the ledger cards. All receipts, as recorded on 
the ledger cards, were properly accounted for by the Administrator through deposits in 


the bank to the credit of the County Treasurer’s account. 


A classified statement of receipts and expenditures of the County Institutions for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1977 is presented in Exhibit C. 


Clerk of Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Superior Court were examined. Court 
receipts were checked by source, insofar as possible. Court orders issued by the Clerk 
were supported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Superior 
Court Justice. 


Register of Deeds 





The financial accounts and records of the Register of Deeds were examined. Receipts 

were checked by source through the duplicate cash register tapes and compared with 

remittances to the County Treasurer. All receipts were properly accounted for. 
Sheriff 

The financial accounts and records of the Sheriff were examined. Receipts were 


checked by source through the ledger cards and compared with remittances to the 
County Treasurer. All receipts were properly accounted for. 


General Comments 





Long Term Indebtedness 





The Bond and Coupon Register is not maintained in accordance with R.S.A. 33:12, 
inasmuch as matured coupons cancelled by the fiscal agent are not posted to the 
register. Consequently, we were unable to reconcile the amount of funds in the hand of 
the fiscal agent with the register. 


Clerk of Superior Court 


The audit and examination of the escrow accounts in the custody of the Clerk revealed 
that the total amount of the several custodial accounts per the Clerk’s records was 
$404,869, whereas the outstanding escrow passbooks as of December 31, 1977 totaled 
$412,933, resulting in a difference of $8,064. Our inquiries revealed that several escrow 
deposits received were not recorded in the Clerk’s records. Acopy of these adjustments 
was furnished to the CLerk for entry in the court records. It is recommended that this 
account continue to be reconciled on a monthly basis in the future, in order that it reflect 
the correct balance at all times. 


Conclusion: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 71:27A, of the Revised Statutes Annotated, 
the Auditor’s summary of findings and recommendations (Letter of Transmittal) must be 
published in the next annual report of the County. This letter, therefore, must be 
published in its entirety, but publication of the Exhibits included in this report is optional 
at the discretion of the County Commissioners. 


We want to extend appreciation and thanks to the officials of Rockingham County and 
their office staff for their assistance during the course of the audit.

Notes To Financial Statements 


Summary of Significant Accounting Policies 





Funds: 





Under governmental accounting, self-balancing financial statements are prepared for 
each fund. A fund is defined as an indendent accounting and fiscal entity with a self- 
balancing group of accounts set up for the purpose of recording cash and/or other 
resources together with all related liabilities, obligations, reserves and equities which 
are segregated for the purpose of carrying on specific activities or attaining certain 
objectives in accordance with special regulations or limitations. Please refer to the 
Exhibits enumerated in the table of contents for the funds included in this report. 


Accounting Method: 





The general accounting system of Rockingham County is on the modified accrual basis 
which includes the accountability of taxes receivable and other substantial accounts 
receivable when earned. It is the practice of the County to carry forward unexpended 
capital expenditure appropriations, representing those expenses which are committed 
or actually incurred. This practice is consistant with that of the preceding fiscal years. 


General Fixed Assets: 





The County does not maintain a record of Fixed Assets. Accordingly, a report of this 
type fund was not included within the scope of this audit.

Progress in the medical management of our patients has been adecuately achieved 
this year. 


We are pleased to announce that our nurse practitioner, Mrs, Rohr, has completed the 
first full year in this capacity, and she holds the unique position as the only geriatrics 
nurse practitioner in New Hampshire. 


We have made changes in the Medical Staff with the inclusion of Dr. Sander to take the 
place of Dr. Fontaine, who resigned. 


The Medical Library has had a substantial addition to its reserve through the 
generosity of Dr. Schlang, who contributed many important volumes on cancer. 


In 1978, we are projecting advancement of our knowledge through the development 
of a research program in cooperation with other institutions, so that the quality of care of 


our patients is continually upgraded.

Fulfilling this philosophy has been the aim of our department. We have accomplished 
this aim through regular visits of all residents, consulting with their families when 
needed and by working closely with nursing and the other disciplines in discussing the 
residents needs at weekly patient care conferences. 


Rev. Richard Moore and | have involved twenty-one clergy from surrounding towns in 
visitation and in helping conduct the weekly chapel services on Sunday afternoon. Fr. 
Leo Frechette continues to cover our Catholic population and conduct Saturday Mass. 


July saw the addition of Norm Sargent as a lay volunteer visitor who is working closely 
with our department. He is now in charge of distributing talking books and records to the 
residents. At present, eight machines and forty-eight records are circulated each month 
to residents who can no longer read. 


This year two weekly Bible study groups are conducted for the residents by Carolyn 
Spofford, Sue Johnson and Prentis Flanders. 


Rev. Moore and | continue to be involved in inservice programs with both staff and 
incoming aides, making for a very rounded and involved ministry at the Nursing Home. 
Attention has to be given to the large number of volunteers as Mr. Noyes and others 
willingly give of their time and interest to the residents by visiting, reading, and 
correspondence for many of the residents.

ADMINISTRATOR’S SUMMARY 


With the closing of another year of service, | again reflect with personal pleasure and 
satisfaction the progress made at the Nursing Home. 


1977 saw a goodly number of physical improvements at the Home that to a large 
extent contributed to our residents’ welfare. Among the many items was the installation 
of electric sliding doors at the Blaisdell ground floor lobby entrance, facilitating the 
residents’ egress and ingress. Also installed for the residents’ use were oxygen systems 
in both the Blaisdell and Fernald buildings. For esthetic reasons, shubbery was planted 
around the Underhill fencing area. 


By far the most meaningful addition was the establishment in the Hilton Auditorium of 
a soda fountain and snack bar for both patients and visitors. This valuable contribution 
was donated through the efforts and generosity of the Kitchen Kut-Ups who supplement 
our staff with volunteers and are responsible for all supplies. 


With the Home’s acquisition of a bus, daily bus trips can now be scheduled to 
shopping areas, fairs, beaches, outings, etc. for all those residents able to participate, 
allowing them to leave the confines of the Home for part of the day, thus contributing to 
their morale. 


The major technological advance has been the completion of our new X-ray unit, 
which is now active under the direction of Drs. Thomas Hackett and Hinton Brown, 
radiology consultants. Having our own X-ray unit on site will be a very useful diagnostic 
aid for the benefit of our residents. 


With the prevailing shortage of nurse’s aides in this area, we have instituted training 
courses on a regular scheduled basis and this has proven successful in obtaining the 
necessary personnel. In conjunction with this, our In-Service Department has 
conducted courses throughout the year for the Nursing Staff on CPR, Heimlich 
Maneuver, Project Comet, all to upgrade quality nursing care. In addition, lectures once 
a month were presented on diversified medical topics by various consultants for the 
further edification of the Nursing Home staff. 


Through the instigation and efforts of the Board of County Commissioners, a County 
Personnel Policy and Job Classification was inagurated for all County personnel. This 
was a long awaited achievement and with its many benefits will enable us to attract and 
retain personnel for the ultimate advantage to the Home’s residents. 


In conclusion, | wish to express to the Nursing Home staff my sincere appreciation for 
their loyality and dedicated services. It is only through this kind of unselfish contribution 
that the best interests of the Home can be accomplished. My gratitude also to the Board 
of County Commissioners for their assistance and guidance.

The year 1977 was avery busy one at the Registry of Deeds with 38,262 instruments 
recorded which indicates an 18% increase over the previous year. The Registry is the 
first governmental office to feel the tremendous population growth in Rockingham 
County. Receipts turned over to the County Treasurer for 1977 were $356,799.05, 
showing an increase of 43.2% over the previous year. 


This office acts as agent for the State of New Hampshire in seiling the real property 
transfer tax stamps. The N.H. Revenue Administration received a total of $537,800.86 
from this service with the County Treasury being reimbursed for this service in the 
amount of $19,519.80. These figures also indicate $293,896,192.00 worth of real estate 
sold in the County during 1977. 


None of the above achievements would have been possible without the co-operation 
and assistance of the County Commissioners and the Delegation.

THE SHERIFF’S DEPARTMENT 
TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


As in the past the rapid growth rate of Rockingham County continues by leaps and 
bounds with increased activity resulting in all phases of the Sheriff's Department. During 
the last 12 months crime did not take a holiday and subsequently our Criminal Division 
has been involved in an ever increasing load of investigations from forged checks and 
burglaries to suicides and murders. 


The Grand Jury handed down 667 indictments this past year and 124 of these 
indictments were obtained by this department for criminal prosecution. Included among 
these offenses were aggravated felonious sexual assualts, burglaries, thefts, issuing of 
bad checks, possession of controlled drugs with intent to sell,manufacturing of 
controlled drugs, theft by deception, assualt, forgery, armed robbery, kidnapping and 
first degree murder. 


Once again our round-the-clock Dispatch Center has done a superb job in handling 
the rise in radio transmissions of which there were over 220,000 logged and in the 
receiving of approximately 360,000 incoming telephone calls. In many instances these 
calls were of an emergency nature and it is through their skillful actions in contacting 
ambulances, the Coast Guard, local and State Police that lives have been saved. 


Our Radio Technician has used the new Communications Van which provided flood 
lighting, radio contact and emergency power in several situations during the course of 
the year, especially at motor vehicle accidents and fires. It was particularly valuable 
during the late snow storm in March which wiped out the electricity throughout most of 
Rockingham County for 3 days. 


In our Civil Division we received and processed 7,387 civil actions which is almost 500 
more Civil processes than we served the previous year, thus earning $120,000 in revenue 
for the County. 


Due to the heavy demands for polygraph tests an additional deputy was sent for 
polygraph training so that we might have 2 Polygraph Examiners available for tests. This 
has been most helpful to local police. 


As always we endeavor to provide assistance and cooperation with all law 
enforcement agencies whether it be at the local, county, state, or federal level.

COUNTY JAIL/HOUSE OF CORRECTION 


TO THE HONORABLE BOARD OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS: 


This was indeed the busiest year ever at our County Jail/House of Corrections. The 
records show that the number of held/bound over decreased from 1122 to 1903, a 
2.6% decline, but on the other hand the number of of days that these same inmates were 
held increased from 6971 to 8816, an increase of approximately 26% over the previous 
year. This, of course, increases the cost of prisoner care even though the actual number 
of inmates was less. 


Repair and renovations started on the Carlisle Building for the detention of female 
prisioners. This facility will house 7-8 females and will allow us to save per diem fees for 
the boarding of them in neighboring counties, an amount which has been steadily 
increasing annually. Fortunately we were able to acquire funds through the Governor’s 
Commission on Crime and Delinquency for the staffing of this interim female facility. 


The daily transfer of prisioners continues to increase to and from Court, to and from 
State Prison, the State Hospital, the local hospital and the emergency clinic. The 
coordination of this effort takes a great deal of planning to eliminate the wasting of time 
and money making duplicate trips. 


The sweeping reversal of a Federal District Court decision in effect restores the 
administration of the jail to jail officials and reduces the court role in running the 
institution. This court decision reinstates the right of jail authorities to screen out-going 
mail from pris oners to avert illicit activity, to limit contract-visiting, to eliminate a 
conduit for contraband and to amend the extensive list of personal items prisoners 
may have to limit the introduction of dangerous instruments into the jail. The jail officials 
may once again make administrative transfers or pretrial detainees to the State’s Prison 
without prior hearing. 


|, as well as the Rockingham County Commissioners, have always been aware of the 
limits of the aging jail facilities at Brentwood and the need for improvements. We 
voluntarily made needed changes as best as the existing facility and budget would allow. 
We did resist what we felt were unreasonable demands and it is gratifying indeed that the 
basic constitutional, legal and humane positions and policies of the County have been 
found correct.
